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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Missouri  Valley  College  to  the  Synods  of 
Missouri  and  Kansas  of  the  Presbyterian  'Church, 
U.  S.  A. 

Marshall,  Mo.,  September  1,  1916. 
Dear  Brethren  of  the  Synods  of  Missouri  and  Kansas: 
Missouri  Valley  College .  has  had  a  successful 
year  since  our  last  report.  We  have  had  the  largest 
graduating  class,  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  twenty-three,  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music  three,  making  a  total  of  twenty-six  graduates. 
The  Commencement  of  1916  was  further  enhanced 
by  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  preached  by  Rev. 
Robert  Lincoln  Shepherd,  D.  D.,  of  Wheaton,  Illinois, 
of  the  Class  of  *97,  and  the  Rev.  Arthur  J.  Brown, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  who  delivered  the  Commencement  ad- 
dress. Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  upon  both 
of  these  efficient  and  distinguished  servants  of  the 
church:  D.  D.  upon  Mr.  Shepherd,  LL.  D.  upon  Dr.

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Brown.  The  representation  of  alumni  at  the  Com- 
mencement exercises  was  exceptionally  large.  Many 
friends  also  gathered  to  make  the  occasion  notable. 

The  students  during  the  past  year  have  been 
efficient,  the  number  in  the  College  classes  being 
exceptionally  large.  Our  Academy  is  being  reduced 
in  patronage  and  the  College  is  growing.  One  of 
the  notable  advances  in  Missouri  during  the  past 
twenty  years  has  been  the  multiplication  of  Standard 
High  Schools.  This  has  enabled  a  larger  proportion 
of  College  students  to  be  prepared  at  home,  or  at 
near-by  towns,  and  therefore  the  attendance  in  the 
Academy  has  been  waning,  which  does  not  occasion 
any  regret  but  only  congratulations  that  there  are  so 
many  and  so  efficient  High  Schools,  and  that  our 
College  is  growing  and  that  our  income  from  endow- 
ment and  tuition  is  available  for  the  higher  type  of 
instruction  belonging  to  the  College. 

On  account  of  the  development  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  in  Missouri  Valley  College,  it 
has  been  decided  by  the  Faculty  and  announced  in 
the  last  catalog  to  give  free  tuition  for  the  first  two 
years  of  the  Academy  to  the  graduates  of  the  country 
schools  because  these  constitute  the  teacher-training 
classes.  The  instruction  will  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  regular  teachers  of  the  College  and  particularly 
of  the  professors  in  the  Department  of  Education. 
The  work  will  be  as  thoroughly  and  carefully  done  as 
it  can  be  done  anywhere,  and  the  grades  made  will 
be  the  grades  of  the  Academy  in  Missouri  Valley 
College.     This  is  a  rare  chance  for  the  young  people 
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outside  of  Marshall,  who  want  to  pursue  their  educa- 
tion further,  to  do  so  with  free  tuition. 

During  the  year  the  special  contribution  of  the 
College  Board  of  $4,000.00  on  the  indebtedness  of 
the  College,  growing  out  of  the  litigation,  was  paid. 
This  is  in  addition  to  the  $2,000.00  which  was  paid 
on  the  current  account.  You  will  be  glad,  also,  to 
know  that  the  College  Board  has  set  aside  $5,000.00 
for  the  founding  of  a  Biblical  Chair  in  Missouri 
Valley  College.  This  requires  the  raising  of  an  ad- 
ditional $20,000.00  for  the  endowment  of  this  Chair. 
Meantime  the  income  of  the  $5,000.00,  $250.00,  will 
be  paid  by  the  College  Board  for  the  support  of  the 
Biblical  Chair.  This  proved,  last  year,  a  very  for- 
tunate arrangement,  as  the  sudden  illness  of  the 
President,  who  is  the  teacher  of  the  Bible,  made  it 
necessary  for  a  substitute  to  carry  the  work  during 
April  and  May,  during  which  time  the  Biblical 
Chair  was  very  efficiently  and  satisfactorily  served 
by  Rev.  W.  H.  Marbach,  pastor  of  the  Odell  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  Marshall,  Missouri. 

The  most  distressing  event  of  the  past  year  was 
the  sudden  and  unexpected  death  of  Alfonso  Chase 
Stewart,  LL.  D.,  of  St.  Louis,  from  the  beginning 
of  the  College  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
the  donor  of  Stewart  Chapel,  the  most  substantial 
building  on  our  campus.  Dr.  Stewart  was  an  Elder 
for  about  forty  years.  For  many  years  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Lucas  Avenue  Cumberland  Presby- 
terian Sunday  School  of  St.  Louis,  always  an  efficient 
and  benevolent  Christian  man,  a  tither  almost  from 
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the  beginning  of  his  Christian  career,  and  a  constant 
teacher  of  the  tithe  to  others.  Many  will  attribute 
their  tithing  habits  to  the  influence  of  this  distinguish- 
ed lawyer  and  financier.  He  made  much  money 
during  his  career  and  spent  it  freely  in  doing  good. 
During  the  time  of  his  incumbency  of  the  office  of 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  he  was  lavish  in  the 
expenditure  of  money  for  the  improvement  and 
efficiency  of  the  Sunday  School.  His  sudden  taking 
off  robbed  the  church  of  one  of  its  greatest  exemplars 
of  benevolence  as  well  as  of  a  man  of  great  brain,  and 
heart,  and  executive  efficiency.  He  was  exceptionally 
useful  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  gifted 
with  clear  vision  and  power  of  initiative,  his  presence 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  was  always  welcome  and 
his  leadership  pronounced.  In  his  death  the  church, 
the  College,  and  the  State,  have  lost  a  man  of  great 
influence,  assertiveness,  and  vision.  He  had  other 
plans  for  Missouri  Valley  College  which  were  un- 
fortunately defeated  by  his  untimely  death.  Plans 
are  in  operation  for  putting  a  suitable  memorial 
picture  in  Stewart  Chapel. 

Beginning  with  February,  Prof.  William  Y. 
Lockridge  was  relieved  from  his  duties  as  teacher 
and  has  been  in  the  field,  visiting  High  Schools  and 
canvassing  for  students,  the  results  of  whose  labors 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  state  more  definitely  at  the  time 
Synod  meets.  The  pastors,  and  people  of  our  churches 
and  of  the  High  Schools,  have  been  very  considerate 
of  Prof.  Lockridge  and  have  helped  him  very  much. 

So  far  as  litigation  is  concerned,  at  the  time  of 
writing  the  report  we  do  not  know  just  what  the  situ- 
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ation  is.  The  Cumberlands  carried  an  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  The  question 
of  jurisdiction  is  yet  to  be  heard.  We  are  not  advised 
that  they  have,  however,  appealed  the  College  case. 
If  they  have  not,  our  litigation  troubles  are  over. 
If  they  have,  our  plans  will  be  somewhat  further  de- 
layed thereby.  We  shall  know  more  definitely  of 
this,  however,  by  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

Miss  Pearl  Laney,  who  was  the  teacher  of 
Domestic  Science  and  Art,  left  us  at  the  close  of  the 
year  and  has  since  been  married.  Miss  Barbara 
Stofer,  of  the  Department  of  Expression  and  French, 
also  declined  re-election.  Both  of  these  were  very 
efficient  young  women.  In  their  places  the  Board  has 
secured  Miss  Genevieve  Nowlin,  a  graduate  of  the 
Kansas  School  of  Agriculture  in  Domestic  Science 
and  Art,  and  Miss  Esther  Bates,  who  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  for  the  Department  of 
Expression  and  French. 

Since  the  year  closed,  Prof.  William  I.  Ferguson, 
A.  M.,  has  resigned  his  position  in  order  to  accept  a 
similar  position  in  Wooster  University.  John  E. 
HoUingsworth,  Ph.  D.,  a  graduate  of  University  of 
Chicago,  has  been  elected  to  fill  his  place. 

Dean  Isaac  Newton  Evrard  has  been  given  a 
leave  of  absence  for  the  summer  in  order  to  teach  in 
the  Maryville  State  Normal. 

On  account  of  the  death  of  Alfonso  C.  Stewart, 
and  the  increasing  infirmities  of  Mr.  Charles  M. 
Tabler,  the  Board  will  ask  that  new  members  be 
elected  in  their  places.     Bro.  Tabler  has  been,  for 
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a  long  time,  an  efficient,  constant,  and  useful  member 
of  the  Board,  and  it  is  with  sincere  regret  that  at 
the  last  meeting  a  note  was  read  announcing  his 
desire  to  retire.  John  L.  Roemer,  D.  D.,  President 
of  Lindenwood  College,  has  also  asked  to  be  relieved 
of  duty  as  Trustee  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  The 
Board  requests  that  Rev.  George  P.  Baity,  D.  D., 
of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  be  elected  to  fill  the  un- 
expired term  of  Dr.  Roemer,  terminating  in  1918. 
The  other  members  of  the  Board  whose  time  expires 
at  this  meeting  are  Dr.  David  F.  Manning  of  Marshall, 
Missouri,  and  Mr.  George  Ward  of  King  City,  Mis- 
souri. The  Board  would  courteously  ask  that  they 
be  re-elected  because  of  their  efficiency  as  members 
of  the  Board. 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
and  of  the  Auditor,  which  are  made  a  part  of  this 
report.  For  data  concerning  Faculty,  Students,  and 
Courses  of  Study,  see  catalog.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  we  have 
examined  the  books  of  Missouri  Valley  College  for 
the  year  ended  May  31,  1916.

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The  Comparative  Statements  cover  both  the 
operation  of  the  College  and  Birckhead  Dormitory. 
This  being  the  second  year  of  Campbell  Hall,  the 
comparison  is  for  only  two  years,  and  in  this  con- 
nection we  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  eliminated  the  interest  paid  on  the  $10,000 
borrowed  to  complete  Campbell  Hall.  This  interest 
for  the  year  ended  May  31,  1915,  was  $450  and  for 
the  year  ended  May  31,  1916,  $600.  This  total, 
$1,050,  we  have  set  up  as  a  deferred  charge  for  the 
reason  that  Mrs.  Campbell,  by  the  terms  of  her 
will,  left  $10,000,  which  will  be  paid  to  the  College 
as  soon  as  the  litigation  now  pending  has  been  dis- 
posed of  in  favor  of  the  College,  and  we  are  advised 
by  the  administrators  of  her  estate  that  there  has 
accrued  on  the  fund  so  bequeathed  more  than  this 
amount  of  interest,  which  will  be  paid  to  the  College 
with  the  $10,000. 

No  depreciation  has  been  taken  nor  has    any 
reserve  for  depreciation  been  set  up.
